one Disaster In Mountains of Utah 



According to an Associated Press release, 
the following story was related by Sfc. Reyno 
Feltner, formerly of Hazard. The story released 
on Sunday. Nov. 16, reads: 

Hill Air Force Base, Utah — A Kentucky 
survivor of an eight-man parachute jump from 
a crippled airplane said Sunday he had just 
lain down to die in the snow when rescuers 
reached him. 

As Sfc Reyno Feltner, 36, Hazard. Ky , told 
his story in a hospital at this big air base, the 
tally of the eight chutists stood at two dead, two 
missing, and four rescued. 

The two who died, while struggling through 
deep snow toward civilization, were S. Sgt. Ivan 
Probasco, 31, Buhl. Ida ., and M-Sgt Joseph A. 
Regan of Nellis Air Force Base, Nev. 

Still missing were the co-pilot, Lt. Donald 
K Born, 26. Andover, N. Y., and navigator, 
Capt Donald Liggett 40 Indianapolis, Ind 
The plane commander, Capt. Harry O Blout, 
33, Great Falls, Mont., was found within a few 
hours after the men jumped in a storm just 
before dark Friday when their C-119 (Flying 
Boxcar) developed cugme trouble. 

The others, rescued Saturday night while 
the storm still raged, more than 24 hours after 
they jumped, were Feltner, S-Sgt Waller P 
Btgetow, 28 Ogden, Utah, and Cpl Ray Cope

The weather cleared partially Sunday morn- 
ing and helicopters and airplanes joined ground 
crews in a frenzied search over the mountains 
for Bo-n and Liggett. One search official gave 
them a 50-50 chance — but temperatures were 
expected to drop to zero Sunday night 

The search area is over the El Monte Moun- 
tains. a spur of the rugged Wasatch Mountains. 
30 to 40 miles east of this air base near Ogden! 
and about 50 to 70 miles northeast of Salt Lake 
City. The highest mountain in the area Monte 
Cristo Peak, rises to 10,500 feet Much of the 
rest of the area is between 8,000 and 9,000 feet. 

The five noncums ail landed in a steep area 
known as Hells Canyon. Blount was found 
some distance to the west, in another drainage 
system The search for Born and Liggett cen- 
tered on the high divide between 

It was thought Saturday night the noncoms 
had all been rescued alive, It wasn't until 
searchers followed their trail back through the 
snow early Sunday morning that it was learned 
the two had died while fighting their way to- 
ward help. 

Feltner told of his experiences from a hos- 
pital bed Sunday morning. He said he was 
alone and lost in the heavy storm. His com 
panion, Reagan, had died in his arm*. 



Feltner said be prepared his death bed in 
the snow near a log and lay down But then: 

1 saw a flash of light. I don’t believe it and 
started to lay down again 

“1 had to take one more look -and 1 saw it 
again. I hollered, and they (the rescuers) found 
me." 

As the survivors told it, the five non corns 
got together soon after parachuting and decided 
that Copeland and Probasco should start down 
the canyon for help They went some distance, 
and spent the night in a cave By about 4:00 
o’clock Saturday afternoon, Copeland said Pro- 
basco didn’t feel too good He lost control of 
his balance and was delirious I heJped him 
down the canyon, but he had lost his will to 
go on." 

Meanwhile. Bigelow, Reagan, and Feltner 
decided to wait no longer The> started down 
but became separated Bigelow found Copeland 
and Probasco, and they put Probasco under a 
tree. CopeJand covered him with his wool jack 
et. That is where he died 

Bigelow and Copeland pushed on and 
reached a sheep herder's hut The herder sen! 
out word the men had been found and rescuer* 
started into the canyon after there 

Feltner, limping behind all the others said 



he caught up with Reagan about 4 o'clock 
"He didn’t recognize me," Feltner said. 

But we couldn’t stay where we were, so 1 help- 
ed him on for another 200 yards to find shelter 
Neither he nor 1 had matches 1 tried that old 
Boy Scout trick (rubbing sticks to spark a fire), 
but the> wood was wet. , . It was dark by then 
... His head was in my lap The only thing 
he said was. ‘Don't get mad at me.’ Then his 
feet straightened out and he died " 

FeJtner said he was “ready to die with 
him' when he saw the rescue light.

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ELDER GEORGE HAGANS 
AS I KNEW HIM 

by Wallace B Francis 

Much has been said, and good words have 
been written, about the late, Elder George Hag- 
ans. All my life I have heard him preach the 
gospel He was born about two miles from 
Carr Creek. Ky. He was an Old Regular Bap- 
tist preacher for some 45 years. At some time 
during his long ministry, he had preached in 34 
counties, and some six states. Through rain, 
aleet, or snow, or along a hot dusty trail, he 
always answered his calls, without earthly gains. 

For many years Elder Hagans had been 
Moderator of the Little Home Church, in Knott 
County. At the time of his death he was Assist- 
ant Moderator of The Indian Bottom AssoHation 
of Old Regular Baptist. 

On different occasions, I have heard the 
late Elder Ballard H Baker, at some time dur- 
ing a sermon, tell the story of the first time he 
and Ektar Hagans met. (Elder Baker, who lived 
in Virginia, was one of the greatest leaders, and 
Preachers, in the Old Regular Baptist ranks). 
In the early part of the century, Elder Hagans 
went over in Virginia to preach. Elder Baker 
went on to say he had never heard a colored 
man preach, and he actually thought the Lord 
wouldn't call one to the Ministry. Elder Baker 
continued, “he preached the teeth right out of 
my head”. He was completely carried away 
with the sermon. From that day, until death, 
they were the closest of friends. 

As a world traveler. 1 have been in many 
strange churches, and heard preachers from 
the four corners of this great big world. In my 
humble opinion I have never heard a greater 
preacher than Elder George Hagans was. Like 
Paul of old, he preached with power and demon- 
stration of the spirit. 

The practice of lining a song, or "giving 
out a song’’, came over from England. (A Min- 
ister, or a church member, reads one line of a 
song at a time, and all follow by singing it). 

When a song is lined IN THE SPIRIT it is 
practically a sermon in itself. Lining songs is 
practiced among all Old Regular Baptist today. 
So many times I have heard Elder Hagans line, 
and sing, one of his favorite songs; “The Blood 
Stained Army”. No one could sing that song 
quite as well as he. 

I have visited him in his home. On many 
occasions he rode along with me in my car, 
talking in his wonderful way (actually I enjoyed 
having him in my car more than I would have a 
Governor or a Senator.) We would seldom 
drive more than a mile until he would, in some 
way, start talking on spiritual things. He loved 
to talk about the lands of the> Bible, which I had 
had the pleasure of traveling through. In his 
easy and humble manner he would talk of 
contemporary National affairs, and International 
conditions, and quote scriptures which prophe- 
sied all these things. 

Elder George Hagans will be greatly missed 
as one of the foremost leaders and preachers 
among Old Regular Baptist. Of all the men I 
have met who walk the earth, he was one of the 
comparatively few who impressed me deeply.

Betides being a successful 
land speculator In Chicago, a 
lieutenant general in the Con- 
federate army, and governor of 
Kentucky. General Simon Boli- 
var Buckner, Sr., also tried his 
hand at journalism After some 
two years of experience in New 
Orleans, he assumed the editor- 
ial chair of the Louisville Cour- 
ier the first day of June, 1863 

The Courier in that year en- 
joyed the largest circulation of 
any Louisville paper, even high- 
er than George Prentice’s Lou- 
isville Journal, which had been 
an esteemed member of the 
Kentucky press for almost four 
decades. 

The first daily newspaper in 
the West was the Louisville 
Advertiser in 1826, founded by 
its editor. Shadrach Penn, eight 
years earlier. As a Democratic 
organ, the Advertiser was a 
strong influence on the Ken- 
tucky vote which went for An- 
drew Jackson in the 1928 pres- 
idential election. 



In 1830 the Whigs, who had 
'been overmatched by the Dem- 
ocratic press, decided to estab- 
lish a newspaper of their own 
under a young and relatively 
untried editlr, George D Pren- 
tice. Prentice soon showed that 
he was capable of taking the 
measure of Shadrach Penn. 

A favored anecdote describes 
the discomfiture of Penn the 
day he held up the press for a 
New Orleans murder story hand- 
ed to him by a winged messeng- 
er, who represented himself as 
being from the packet. “Wau- 
cousta,” five days and 78 hours 
out of New Orleans A little 
later the “taken’’ editor of the 
Advertiser learned that not only 
had the year-old newspaper been 
dispatched by Prentice, but that 
the “Waucousta" was a leaky 
old craft, incapable of leaving 
its moorage. 

The Louisville Courier was 
founded by W H Haldeman in 
1844, Haldeman was an excel- 
lent manager, but lacked the 
necessary political color charac- 
teristic of nineteenth-century 
journalists. On November 8, 



1866, the two papers, edited by 
Buckner and Prentice, joined 
with a third, the Democrat to 
form, under the dynamic lead- 
ership of Henry Watterson, the 
Louisville Courier-Journal. 

General Buckner went on 
from the Courier to be elected 
Governor of Kentucky in 1887 
by a comfortable majority. He 
spent his last days at “Glen 
Lily.’’ his home in Hart County, 
but following his death In 1914 
was reinterred In Frankfort 
Cemetery.
